LOS ELBS, Caf.,Aug. .25.— 
The giant German airship, the Graf 
Zeppelin, helped by favora le winds, 
has crossed :the gray weaches"of the 
Northern Pacific and is expected to 
arrive in Los Angeles after midnight 
tonight (3 A. M. tomorrew in New 
York),- twenty-four hours abead of 
schedule. 

According» to the Jatest reports 
from the Los Angeles Municipal Air 
Field,.the Graf Zeppelin. will arrive 
over Los Angeles between the hours 
of 12 and 2 o’clock Monday morning. 

Dr. F. W. Von Meister, American 
representative of the Zeppelin Com- 
pany, stated that in his opinion the 
Graf Zeppelin would circle the city 
until dawn before an attempt was 
made to come to anchor. 

Military.and police numbering over 
2000 men soon after 9 o’clock 
tonight closed Mines Field to the 
public, in anticipation of thé arrival 
of the giant Zeppelin within a few 
hours. 

In the meantime deputy sheriffs 
and State police wére trying as best 
they -could ‘to control the great 
throngs heading for the airport along 
every road leading to it. 

It is estimated that 100,000’ cars 
will be parked in the space made 
available for this purpose near the 
airport and that their occupants will 
surge forward to the fence to watch 
the great ship come in.

FALLING ROCK PINS HIM 





Victim Directed Aid at Firat, but 
Loses Consciousness After 
24 Hours.

ALLEGAN, . Mich., ... Aug... 25.—Up- 
wards of.3,000 persons. are alternat- 
ing between- wielding pick and 
shovel and operating an oxygen 
pump in an effort already twenty- 
four hours old to keep alive George 
Peek, a farmer, who was buried alive 
in the well on’ his farm, five miles 
north of here, shortly after noon 
yesterday. 

Peek, who is 25, had descended to 
the bottom of the dry pit, 30 feet 
below the surface, to clean it out. 
Upon attempting to ascend, he loos- 
ened a huge boulder, one of fhany 
which form the sides’ of the well, 
and slipped back to the bottom, the 
rock crushing his legs and pinning 
him down. 

Smaller rocks and dirt ‘from the 
sides of the pit, struck by the bould- 
er in its descent, started a fail of 
débris which buried the: man. A\l- 
though partially suffocated, Peek 
fought until he freed his head and 
both arms and cried for help until, 
he attracted the attention of his, 
wife. 

She summoned farmhands. and 
neighbors, who in turn called for aid 
from the Allegan sheriff’s office and 
the Allegan village Fire Department. 

Dirt from the broken wall, loosened 
by the falling rocks, gave way when 
several hundred pairs of feet tram- 
pled on the surface near the opening 
of the well, and Peek again was cov- 
ered up. Firemen and deputy sher- 
iffs were lowered by ropes, and after 
again freeing the man’s head’ they 
strapped over his face a rubber cap 
attached to a pulmotor operated from 
the surface. ; 

Continued slides handicapped the 
efforts of rescuers, and another call 


was dispatched for State police from 
Grand Haven and Paw Paw stations 
and a general alarm was broadcast 
for. any; mining engineers in the vi- 
cinity to formulate ty plans for a 
tunnel, through which they expect to 
reach. the imprisoned farmer.

VIENNA, Aug. 25.—Austria breathed 
a sigh of relief this evening with the 
announcement of the official news 
agency that half a dozen potentially 
dangerous political demonstrations 
passed off without incident in Styria 
today. 

The majority of these were Social- 
ist affairs which the Heimwehr. at 
first threatened to disturb. Subse- 
quently; however, the Heimwehr 
leaders issued orders forbidding in- 
terference with the Socialists on this 
Sunday. The orders were implicitly 
obeyed. 

On the other side, the Heimwehr 
heid undisturbed demonstrations in

Socialist interference. 
At the latter meeting a human 
touch was given by Heimwehr Com- 
mandant Rauter which was foreign 
to the usual extreme, bitter note of 
these party demonstrations. In a 
manner reminiscent of the chivalrous 
attitude of wartime hostile airmen 
in France who carefully dropped 
wreaths from the air over a ceme- 
—— where a distinguished foe who 
been . shot. down was being 
buried, Commandant Rauter_ re- 
uested the Heimwehr men to stand 
or a moment in silence in-memory 
of the Republican. Defense Corps 
man who was: shot in the fighting 
last Sunday at St.'Laurentzen. 

‘“‘We maintain that this man was 
killed accidently by his comrades 
with a bullet intended for us,’’ Com- 
mandant Rauter said. ‘“‘Anyway, he 
died for the ideal in which he be- 
lieved.

Committees Active on Novem- 
ber Polis to Fill New York, IIli- 
nols and Georgia Seats.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Prepara- 
tions are under way by the party 
Congressional committees for the 
special elections to fill House vacan- 
cies in the Twenty-first New York, 
the Fifteenth Illinois and the Fifth 
Georgia Districts. ‘These elections 
will be held in November, with indi- 
cations that the political complexion 


.-of the House will not be changed by 


the result. 

The vacancy in the Twenty-first 
New York District caused by the 
death of Royal H. Weller and that 
inthe Fifth Georgia District through 
the death of Leslie J. Steele are ad- 
mittedly safely Democratic. The Fif- 
teenth Illinois, which -was so long 
represented by Edward J. King, is 
strongly Republican, and the Demo- 
crats do not expect to break into 
the district. 

There is some talk now that a ne- 
gro may be named by the Republican 
party as its nominee in the New York 
district. which includes Harlem. The 
district was carried by Mr. Weller 
in 1928 over a negro rival by a large 
majority. 

Both Congressional committees will 
organize and be actively at work by 
the time the regular session opens in 
December. The Republican commit- 
tee intends to make the policies of 
the Hoover Administration, with em- 
phasis on farm relief and the tariff, 
the issues, while present indications 
are that the Democrats are preparing 
to attack the tariff as their argument 


for support in the Senatorial and 
House elections next year. 


Byrns Gives Democratic View. 
Representative Joseph W. Byrns of 


Tennessee, chairman of the Demo-| 


cratio Congressional Committee, has 
returned here after'a survey of the 


political situation in various parts of | 


the country. He said that he found 
in his two months’ size-up that there 
was a decided Democratic drift, with 
indications that normally Democratic 
districts lost in 1928 would be re- 
claimed and substantial gains made 
in disaffected Republican sections. 

The Democrats have united after 
the factional differences of last year 
over religion and prohibition, ‘he said, 
asserting that this was especially 
true in Kentucky and the Ohio 
Valiey. 

“The situation in Kentucky,’’ Mr. 
Byrns said, “is similar to that in 
other Central States, and particularly

BOSTON POLICE HALT 
SACCO. GATHERING 


Picked Men Headed by Superin- 
tendent Disperse Meeting 


on the Common. . 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Aug. 25.—The police to- 
day made good their threat to break 
up any. meeting at which the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case should pe mentioned. 
One hundred picked men; headed by 
Superintendent Michael J, Crowley, 
dispersed a memorial — — on 
Boston Common this ernoon and 
arrested two of the principals. 

Alfred Baker Lewis, one of the 
Se speakers, was arrested by 

uperintendent Crowley in person. 

Lewis referred to the: Sacco-Van- 
zetti case, upon which Crowley re- 
voked his permit. As Lewis con- 
tinued, Crowley placed him under 
arrest and the meeting was dispersed 
by the police. 

The principals were Alfred Baker 
Lewis, State secretary of the Social- 
ist party; Aldino Felicani, treasurer 
of the Sacco-Vanzetti defense com- 
mittee; Arturo Giovanitti, Michael 
Fiaherty of the Painters’ Union and 
Louis Bernheimer of the New York 
Sacco-Vanzetti committee. Wales 
was not in the party, but staged a 
program of his own a few yards 
away. 

Superintendent Crowley, with his 
nephew, Paul Crowley, and John H. 
Casey, city. licenser, informed Lewis 
that no mention of the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case would be allowed under 
the permit which he held. Then 
Lewis addressed the crowd. 

Lewis plunged into a discussion of 
socialism and capitalism. He then 
told of his discussion with Superin- 
tendent Crowley, explaining that 
they differed on their rights. 

“We feel, however,’’ he said, ‘that 
we have a right to discuss the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case.. For good reasons, 
we believe an injustice was done in 
the case of those two men.”’ 

Superintendent Crowley moved over 
to a position near Wales and asked 
to see his permit. . While Crowley 
was examining it, Wales made refer- 
ences to the police as ‘‘these fat boys 
who do not have to work.’’ He point- 
ed to the mounted police and called 
them Cossacks. Then, turning to 
Crowley, he said: 

— me back my permit.”* 

“Maybe I will and maybe I won't,” 
replied the superintendent. 

“‘There,’’ said Wales to the crowd, 
‘‘see the high-handed methods of the 
agents of capitalism.’”’ 

“Your permit is revoked,” said 
Crowley, “and if you speak any more 
you'll be arrested for speaking with- 
out a permit.’’ Wales started to speak

Lewis had got well into his address 
when Crowley returned to listen. 

‘‘We feel that these men were un- 
justly convicted,” he started, and 
Crowley stepped up and said:

When Lewis continued, the super- 
intendent, assisted by Paul Crowley, 
yanked Lewis off the table and 
turned him over to two patrolmen. 

A group of fifty uniformed officers 
appeared after Lewis and Wales had 
been removed in patrol wagons and 
dispersed the crowd.

THE POLICE REPORT. 

Commissioner WHALEN has given 
the city so many innovations in the 
Police Department that no one 
should be surprised at the’ added 
novelty of a semi-annual report. The 
annual report was issued by the 
commissioner last March. But that 
covered the year 1928, for only ten 
days of which was he in office. Now 
we get the statistics for the first 
six months of 1929. The-motive for 
its publication just, now. is obvious. 
Commissioner WHALEN has steadily 
and somewhat scornfully denied.that 
“ politics” has anything to do with 
the Police Department. , He refuses 
to discuss what Mr.. CouDerRT has 
just been saying about the unsolved 
Rothstein murder on the. ground 
that it is all partisan: politics. But 
if ‘the City Hall.and Tammany were 
to say what in: their hearts: they 
think of this semi-annual report they 
would concede that it is at least 
well timed politically. 

This. should. not deter any one 
from studying the report on. its 
merits. It reveals the Police’ Com- 
missioner as a man of great earnest- 
néss and energy, fertile in new.de- 
vices, laboring day and night to°im- 
prove’ the department in every way 
possible, believing in himself, beliey- 
ing ‘in his’ men, and giving himself 
whole-heartedly to one of the great- 
est and most thankless tasks in the 
City Administration. In this report 
he has gathered together ‘a mass of 
useful information. It covers a thou- 
sand points in the organization of 
the police force, showing..what im- 
mense and varied functions it is 
called upon’ to discharge, and em- 
bodies many figures bearing on its 
efficiency—such as the ratio of ar- 
rests to the number of complaints— 
which have néver been ‘so fully pub- 
lished,._In some respects the record 
disclosed is highly creditable. The 
reduction in crimes of violence, com- 
pared with a similar period of 1928,

JEREMIAH W. JENKS. 


The reason why Professor JENKS 
was called to various parts of the 
world-—Germany,, China, . Nicaragua 
and elsewhere—as well ‘as to sit on 
many commissions and boards in his 
own country was not only that he 
was & recognized expert in econom- 
ics, but that he was so open-minded 
and.eminently fair in his judgments.

Will it. promote. better 
design and encourage stricter en- 
forcement? There is a.. vigorous 
minority.of housing reformers,. Mr. 
LAWRENCE VEILLER being their latest 
champion, who believe that the law 
is a backward step. They are chal- 
lenged by men of the standing of 
Messrs. DARWIN R. JAMES and LAW- 
SON PurRDY, who have joined with 
builders, architects and civic asso- 
ciations generally and the bulk of 
informed social workers in support 
of the measure as a notable improve- 
ment over the present law. Experi- 
ence will develop, its, faults for, cor- 
rection by subsequent Legislatures. 
In the meantime, if the City Admin- 
istration means what it says about 
home rule, it might show its good 
faith by still” further improving 
standards of construction.

DEATH RATE ROSE 
IN'STATE THIS YEAR 


Influenza and Respiratory Dis- 
eases Caused Increase Over 
1928 in Winter Months. 


ALBANY, Aug: 25 ().—A less fa- 
vorable ‘health condition in New 
York State during the first half of 
this year, compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1928, is noted 
in a report by the health depart- 
ment.
